Attack on His Life Due 
to Yellow Journalism.

Now York, Sept. 20.—Mayor Gay- 


tor's sensations whew he was shot 
by a discharged city Employe are de- 
scribed in a letter written to his sis- 
ter, Miss Mary 3. Gaynor of TJtlca, 
and by her have been made public. 


He says he had discontinued bis 


daily 
walks 
across 
the Brooklyn 


bridge after receiving many threat- 
ening letters and after repeated at- 
tacks on him by Hearst newspapers. 
After describing his present health, 
the mayor says: 


"You 
remember my dog 'Spot' 


when we were children. He got hurt 
once and crawled under a pile of 
logs and lay there for more than a 
week before 
he 
came out. 
Well, 


when any trouble happens to me I 
feel just like poor 'Spot'—I would 
like to crawl under the log pile and 
stay there." 


After--describing his actual sensa- 


tions after the shots were Bred, the 
mayor continues: 


"I struggled to breathe tnrough my 


mouth, but could not, and thought I 
was dying of strangulation. I kept 
thinking ail the time the best thing 
to do. I was not a bit afraid to die 
if that was God's will of me. I said 
to myself, Must as well now as a few 
years from now. 
No one who con- 


templates the Immensity of Almighty 
God and of his universe and 
his 


works and realizes what an atom he 
Is in it, all can fear to die in this 
flesh.' 


"As we were crossing to my state- 


room I said to Commissioner Thomp- 
son on my right hand to send for 
two of the best surgeons in the city 
and be sure and tell them not to dis- 
courage me. I had determined to 
make a fight for it, and did not want 
any one to come near me who would 
discourage me. 


Shooting No Surprise. 


"Though the thing had not entered 


my head that morning, I was not sur- 
prised when I realized that I was 
shot. 
I had had a feeling for some 


weeks that I might 
he assaulted 


owing to the anonymous threats I 
was getting by mail. I had not re- 
ceived so many nor so regularly since 
I was opposing the ring corruptions 
and the JlcKane conditions in Brook- 
lyn and Gravesend when I was a 
young man. 
I had ceased walking 


over the Brooklyn bridge. 


"The matter of the pictures of the 


Reno prizefight had come up. I had 
no way as mayor to stop the theaters 
from showing them. The district at- 
torney and corporation counsel de- 
cided that there was no law forbid- 
ding such pictures. 
But the Hearst 


newspapers kept on denouncing me 
for not stopping them. I suppose you ' 
know the way they had belied me 
ever since I became mayor. 
Finally, 


one day they printed in large type 
that an officer of the Christian En- 
deavor society named Lowantle had 
called on me at the mayor's office, 
and asked me on behalf of that so- 
ciety to stop the pictures, and that I 
told him he 'was a fool and was sent 
by fools.' 
I had never said such a 


thing, as you may well know. Tt was 
made up. 


"These newspapers went on repeat- 


ing the falsehood and even tried to 
get up a public meeting to denounce 
me. Meanwhile, people of wicked or 
disordered minds, of whom there are 
a large number In Xew York city, 
would cut these articles out and send 
them to me with abuse and threats 
written on the margin or else with 
anonymous letters threatening me. 
Some of them said I would be killed. 
Probably they cared nothing about 
the pictures, but the particular disor- 
der of tueir ininds was Inflamed by- 
reading how bad a man I was.

Sept. 20.— Col- 


onel Theodore Roosevelt returned' to 
his borne at Sagamore Hill after his 
meeting with President Taft in New 
Haven, at which 
the ^present po- 


litical 
situation 
In 
the 
state of 


Xew York was thoroughly discussed. 
Mr. Roosevelt's talk with .the pres- 
ident will make not the slightest dif- 
ference in the course the colonel had 
mapped out for his action at Sara- 
toga. It was suggested by a good 
many 
political 
sharps 
that 
Mr. 


Roosevelt would be asked to work for 
harmony in the Republican ranks and 
that Mr. Taft would seek to have the 
colonel effect some sort of a compro- 
mise in order to irijegt strength into 
the party. 


"There will be no compromise in 


any 
way," Mr. Roosevelt declared 


positively. "This is a straight fight 
for decency in politics as ngalust 
bossism." 


Declined to Repeat. 


The 
colonel 
declined to repeat 


even fragments of the conversation 
that passed between himself and Mr. 
Taft. 
He made it distinctly under- 


stood, however, that national politics 
was discussed only briefly. 
He and 


the president went over a few things 
that the administration has done, but 
Mr. Roosevelt had no further indorse- 
ment to niake in addition to what he 
had said at Syracuse on Saturday. 
In his talk with Mr. Taft there was 
no mention made of gubernatorial 
candidates, according to Mr. Roose- 
velt. 
The colonel took occasion to 


announce, though, that under no cir- 
cumstances will he accept the nomi- 
nation 
for governor 
in New York 


state. 


The president made it clear to .Mr. 


Roo8e\elt that he Is in sympathy 
with his fight against the bosses, but 
he also told the colonel plainly that 
he would not mix up further in the 
New York state situation. 
He told 


Mr. Roosevelt that he would stand 
squarely on the letter which he had 
written to Lloyd C. Grlscom soon af- 
ter the meeting of the Republican 
state committee in New York city. 
Later President Taft told the news- 
paper correspondents 
that 
in 
his 


opinion his sympathy with the Roose- 
velt forces was clearly shown In his 
letter.

"And for the num- 
ber engaged, there was no faster 
fighting. My regiment, the 80th &" 
V. 1, had 45 men killed and woundiS 
Lieut. Col. Barthleson, commanding 
the regiment was shot through the 
hip and finally died from the effect of 
his wound. His horse was killed un- 
der him. Maj. Gen. Schuyler Mamii- 
ton, a grandson of Alexander Mamll- 
ton had two horses shot under him. 
Maj. Cen. Rosecrans commanded up 
in this battle. Those were stirring 
days, my boy, stirring days."
